Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of 
the Recorder of said office, to keep 
a far and faithful record of all 
marks, or brands, put on all horses, 
mules, cattle, cows, and all other 
stock, owned by the citizens of the 
Valley of the Great Basin, togetk- 
er with the names of the owners 
of said brands, and place of res:- 
dence, whenever application 1s 
made for the same by the ownejs 
thereof, and to define and desig- 
nate the particular marks or brands, 
to be used by each individual. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of 
the Recorder to consult the con- 
vemence of each person applying 
for a mark, or brand, provided, the 
biand applied for has not previous-

THE JEWS OF EUROPE. 

Iu a highly interesting paper 
prepared by Rev. Mr. Smith, of 
the Free Church of Scotland, who 
was some time resident in Ger- 
many, the following statement is 
made:— 

“The Jews have taken a lead- 
ing hand in all the late revolution= 
ary movements on the continent. 
So much is this felt to be the case, 
that it is commonly asserted on 
the part of the Conservatives. that 
the whole originated and still cen- 
tresin them. Of course this 1s an 
exaggeration; but the general pre- 
valence, and the felt strength of 
the assertion lie in the acknowl- 
edged fact, that if their influéice 
has not been exclusive, if has been 
very great. <A large majority of 
the democratic societies have Jews 
for their lead vs and chief speakers. 
If smaller in point of numbers, 
they have, generally, in these ún- 
ions, the ascendancy m trlent, 
tact, and, whit is of equal impor- 
tance in such times, daring.— 
The two levers of greatest power 
at present in the political world, 
are money and the press.. In re- 
spect to thé fo. imer, the Jews have 
Jong had the supremacy. ‘They 
rule the exchange in the greater 
part of Europe. Beet govern- 
ments have been known to tremble 
et the ante-chamber of a Jew: 

Sut the press of coritimettal E 1- 
rope is no ‘tess in Jewish hands; 
evéry department of periodical lit- 
erature, niora especially, swarms 
with Jewish laborers. In the ma- 
jority of casas, the newspaper press 
is couducted by Jews as editors, 
sub-editers, aad occasional esa- 


hsh, the /trbutors, -"THe, corregpondend® 1s 


'zimost entirely managed by-them. 
These men are, without doubt, the 


leaders of public opinion on; the 


continent, and are, covertly, or 
more openly, as it suits the ercum- 
stances of the moment, underm- 
ning at once the national institu- 
tions and the national faith.” 

The absolutist spirit of the Lor- 
don Quarterly Review would nat- 
ufally excite distrust and watch- 
fulness tegarding its statements, 
but the facts contained in the fol- 
lowing extract are beyond question: 

“Nor would we omit to men- 
tion another ttluential bod who 
have played a distmguished part 
inall the revolutions of Germany. 
we mean the Jews. At least one- 
third, if not one-half, of the public 
journals of Germany, have, for a 
long time, been conducted by Jew- 
ish editors. In Austria, the most 
forward among the extreme demo- 
crats have been Jews. Dr. Jel- 
linck, for instance, who was exe- 
cuted with Dr. Bekker, on the @3d 
November, of last year, at Vienna, 
and whose Journal had been the 
organ of the Red party smee the 
month of March last, appears to 
have heen a Jew, born on the fron- 
ticrs of Moravia and Hungary.— 
The names of Porne, and Heine, 
both of whom died refugees in Pa- 
ris, hoth océupying a prominent 
position in the most advanced ege: 
tion of revolutionary writérs, are 
doubtless familiar to our readers. 
Both of these daring adventurers 
were Jews. In Austria, the Jews 
have, of late, played so prominent 
a part in revolutionary politics, 
that out of ten léading men, six or 
eight will be found to belong to 
that nation. In Prussia, likewise, 
the most violent journals are in 
the hands of the Jews, whose 
leader in the Chamber at Berlin as 
Jacobi, A member of the extreme 
left 3 $ i 
Such is the remarkáble aspect 
which the Jew presents when con- 
templated merely in bm position 
in respect to tht mations of Eu- 
rope. By Ins intellectual power 
aid sagenority, he guides opmnicn; 
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by bus boldness and daring conr- 
age, he-gives force to actual insur- 
rection. But while arrested by - 
this spectacle, and led to ponder’ 
on amultitide of thoughts, the 
Christian man, the Gentile graft of 
the wild olive tree would fain look” 
deeper into the Jewish mind, and 
with solemn questionings inquire, 
What now is the religion of the 
Jew? How does he view his an- 
eent faith? Is he drawing near 
to the hope of Israel and the Sa- 
vior thereof? Will he indeed look 
upon him whom he hath pierced, 
and mourn? Or is that deeper 
jarkness which precedes the dawn, 
settling down upon his mind?

‘Tops are superior. 35 busnels per 
acre, and no country can surpass 
rhe vailey for health, water excel- 
ent, mountain breeze that 
proves grateful to the feelings 
and is sglutary to health.

and dens ın the earth, where to 
lay their heads dung an melem- 
ent winter; without sheep skins 
or goat skins, to cover them, or 
corn enough to satisfy hunger. 
The “Mormon Battalion,” of 
more than five hundred effective 
men, followed their beloved lead- 
er, Lieut. Col. Allen, to Ft. Leav- 
enworth, where he died, deeply 
lamented. Immediately after the 
death of Col. Allen, the Battalion 
was dogged to Santafe, under 
unnecessary and forced marches, by 
that miserable excuse for a human 
being, Lieut. Smith, which unnec- 
essary force, with the poisons they 
weie compelled-to take from a 
quack surgeon, ( aoken down 
shoemaker? JAndersou,bioke many 
of their coustitutions, and those 
who survived, returned from San- 
tafe to thisplace while a great ma- 
jority continued their march to 
Alpasso, under the command of 
that worthy model of Irish Gen- 
eralsnip, Col. Cook; 
rocky kanyons, saud plains, track- 
less deserts, thirst, subsisting on 
hunger and fresh meat without 
bread, and making a new road to 
San Diego, met Gen, Kearney, (an
